It develops that the shfp- 
pments’ have been on.a’ far greater 
scale than was originally reported: 
In furtherance’ of the activities of 
country land interests focusing in a 
series of farm land conferences, the 
first of which was held at Riverside 
in December and the next being 
scheduled for Fresno on January 26, 
Frederick Faulkder, manager of the 
California Approved Land Settlement 
Association, has been investigating 


the the extent of shipments of Cali- 


fornia dried fruits, a development 
that has done much to hearten the 


5 fruit growers of the state and the 


Jentire. fruit industvy. 

“From authoritative sources it has 
een definitely learned,” said Faulk- 
ner, ‘‘that European shipments of 


; California dried fruits from the port 


‘of San Francisco have been up- 
wards of 10,000. tons since December 
1. The demand apparently shows no 
evidence of cessation as it is under- 
stood that orders continue to come 
in in large volume. The general 
talk in steamship circles is of heavy 
bookings for the month ahead. Cargo 
space has been and is very tight. 

“As a result of this unexpected 
European demand, surplus stocks of 
grades not readily saleable in the 
United States have been cleaned up. 
Domestic markets demand choice 
grades or better, leaving a surplus 
of very good fruit for the European 
orders.. Shipments ‘have consisted 
principally of prunes, apricots, peach- 
es, pears and apples—the last two 
named being all cleaned up. 

“The steamers Finland, Sachsen, 
Cardiganshire, Osiris, Canada, Ver- 
mont, Panama .and Kroonland hdve 
all carried heavy cargoes of dried 
fruits and the Moerdyk, sailing in 
the next few days, han p MaeRY ‘book- 
ings also. 

“England. cleaned up the entire 
Smyrna raisin crop, according to 
Consul” General Skinner’s report from 
London to the United States Cham- 
iber of Commerce.
